| American Hotel on New Year's Eve, died | 
this morning about seven o'clock, from the 
injuries received, Coroner John P. McDon- 
ald immediately afterward summoned a jury, 
who assembled at the hotel, at 12 o'clock, 
noon, and after being sworn in proceeded to 
view the body.

The next witness called was 

John VALLIER, who, upon being aworn, 
said,—I wae in the Club House on Monday 
night ; there was a large crowd there; some 
person asked me if the deceased boarded 
there, itjwas neither Quinn nor Kehoe asked 
me; I cannot know what was said, but I 
understood that they. were going to lick 
Sullivan ; I do not know any of the parties ; 
I left the Club House about 12 o’clock ; there 
was a crowd at the Anglo-American bar, and 
after some little time Kehoe and Sullivan 
stripped off their coats; heard Sullivan say 
to Kehoe, “ We may as well have it out now, 
any way ;” Kehoe said something, but don’t 
know what it was, Kehoe might have said 
“take off your duds;” could not say who 
struck the first blow; could not say that 
these parties went to fight Sullivan; saw 
Quinn strike at Sullivan; nodoubt that the 


gang there were assisting Kehoe,— 
The man who was arrested was 
helping Kehoe, at least I think so. Be. 


lieve his name to be Holmes. Don’t know 
the names of the parties who were there, 
except Kehoe, Holmes, Quinn and Sullivan. 
The evidence of witness as to what occurred 
until the parties got down stairs was corrobo- 
rative of Mr. Helbrook’s testimony.

Sullivan was standing with his 
elbow on the bar, and Kehoe came in and 
said, stretching forth his arm, “I am on my 
muscle.” He then went up to Quinn, tapped 
him on the shoulder, and went towards the 
door, Sullivan moved up to the bannister 
and rested his arm there. A moment or two 
afterwards Kehoe and Quinn went up to Sul- 
livan jn a proyoking manner, Something 
was said but I did not hear what it was, 
Kehoe took off his coat. Sullivan struck 
Kehoo first. Kehoe then struck Sullivan 
several times, and several others assisted 
Kehoe by striking ani shoving Sullivan.

A SCIENTIFIC ACCOUNT OF THR PHENOMENA

The undersigned, Otto Frederick Reu-

Ist of shocks and rumbling sounds 
which followed the earthquake on the West 
India Island of St. Thomas on the 18th of 
November last : 


The 18th of November was a beautiful 
clear day, with a fine, blue West India

sky. The ocean was quiet, nearly a calm. — 


The sun shone bright and warm, and tle 
barometer stood at 24° Reaumeur, ip the 
shade. There was not the least sign of any 
kind that foretold this great revolution in 
nature, when at once, just about2:45 o'clock 
in the afternoon, there was heard the under-

For the month of November there was an 
average nttendance at the Common Schools 
of 682 per month, the Schools cost$4,500, | 
and the average cost per head would be 
$7.12. If the Grammar School therefore 
was inefficient though two Teachers bad 
but 70 scholars, or 835 each, and costing 
$28 per head, how could it be expected 


that the Common Schools in one 
of which there was an average 
attendance of 171, or 85 to each 


Teacher, and costing but $7.12 per head. 
could give satisfaction unless a proper 
system of classification could be adopted 
by which a teacher would be relieved of 
the duty that he now las to*perform of 
teaching from the A, B.C, to the highest 
classes in inathematics, and this could only 
be done by having more school accomoda- 
tion, ahd which he believed could be ac- 
complished by the system proposed.

Joun BELL, Esq,, seconded the resolution, | 
and saidhe was decidedly opposed to the | 
proposed scheme of the Trustees, for he was 
conscious that the system was as fallacious 
as could be introduced.

It isnot intended to 
teach any new branch of English education, 
except to give an enlarged system of com- 
mercial education, 

Mr. BELL then went into the figures pro- 
duced by the Chairman, and contended that | 
the estimate of expense given was far too 
low ; that the building could not be put up 
for any such sum as is proposed, and that a 
larger number of Teachers at higher salaries 
than mentioned would be required. ‘Take 
their own figures; and the proposed expendi- 
ture would be a waste of money and ruin 
the schools. He heard a gentleman from 
Brockville state that there they would be glad 
to go back to the old system, and he had also 
heard a person who had taught either in Galt 
or Guelph say that the Central system worked 
very unsatisfactorily, He was glad to hear 
the Chairman say the Trusteos had exhibited 
no disposition to coerce the Town, 


Mr, DIAMOND at some length discussed the 
educational and financial aspect of the Cen. 
tral system. He assumed that the Central 
system was the simultaneous system, and 
argued that it was a perfect fallacy, giving 
illustrations to prove his position. The 
financial aspect of the question as furnished 
by the figures of the chairman were in his 
opinion perfectly monstrous and delusive.— 
He estimated tlie salaries for the Central 
School $1500 a year more than the estimate 
of the Trustees. He admitted that the 
Central School at Hamilton was completely 
successful, because it had such a man as| 
Sangster at its head, but he did not think it} 
could be introduced here at present.

I think sir, it may be granted as an axiom, 
that the more attention a master can give to} 
his scholars, both in keeping them at work end 
explaining to them the difficulties of their 
studies, the more likely they are to learn. 
And I think it wall be acknowledged by most 
reasonable persons, that such a syatem as will | 
give this desideratum in the greatest degree, 
Will be the best and most efficient. 

Iwill now endeavor to describein a few words, | 
the present system as in use in our Common 
Schools, and also the proposed or Central School 
System, and leaye the comparison for the 
parents of the children of the Town to decide 
which is the best, and which comes nearest tu 
the axiom above stated, 

Ist. The Present System.—The male teacher in 
either of our schools, has at least three classes 
or grades of scholars, namely: 1st class in the 
third book and corresponding Studies in other 
branches; 2d clase in fourth book, with studies 
to correspond; and the third clues in the fifth 
book with suitable advanced studies, Now, 
when the first class is up saying their lessons,

YESTERDAY--AMALGAMATION WITH THE 
MERCHANTS’ BANK AGREED TO. 


The business men of this county, as well 
| as those of the Province of Ontario, will be 
glad to know that there isa prospect of 
the Commercial Bank resuming operations, 
At the mecting of the sharcholders held 
yesterday in Kingston, which was a very 
Jargo and influential one, a resolution of 
amalgamation with the Merchant’s Bank 
of Montreal on the basis of one share of 
the Merchant's Bank for three of the 
Commercial Bank, was adopted. A tele- 
gram from Mr. King, of the Montreal Bank, 
| Was received at the meeting, proposing to 
| negotiate on the basis of 30 cents, if no 
better offer were made, reserving the 
Detroit and Milwaukee bonds for the 
benefit of the shareholders of the Commer- 
cial Bank. It was certainly an extraordinary 
proposition, and was very properly charac- 
terized by Mr. Workman of the City Bank, 
Montreal, “as a fire-brand thrown into 
their midst, couched in Mr. King’s oracular, 
Napoleonic style, and quoting Talleyrand’s 
famous expression, in relation to it, that 
“ Words were given to us to conceal our 
thoughts.” The meeting wisely treated it 
as such, and refused to take any notice of 
it whatever. The following is a report of 
the proceedings of the meeting : 


Kineston, January 7. 
The adjourned meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Commercial Bank was held 
to-day, R. J. Cartwright, E3q., M. P., Presi- 
dent, in the chair, 
The Chairman read the following state-

The Chairman then read a report, stating 
that che Directors had received an offer 
from the Merchant’s Bank to amalgamate 
with the Commercial Bank on the basis of 
one share for three, or in other words, tak- 
ing the stock of the bank at 33} per cent. 
of its par value, and that atter mature con- 
sideration, the Directors had decided on 
recommending the shareholders to accept 
it. He, the Chairman, remarked that it 
might be asked how they could recommend 
such an offer after the recent valuation of 
the stock at 60 cents on the dollar, but it 
must be remembered that assets in liquida- 
tion were not the same thing as assets in 
a bank carrying on its Usual business. 


A long discussion ensued, in the course 
of which the following telegram from Mr, 
King, of the Bank of Montreal, was read 
by Mr, John Paton; “In case any terms for

“ed statement of assets and liabilities are 
“found on examination to be correctly 
“ stated and valued.” 

Mr. W. Workman moved that Mr, Ki 
should beinyited to make an unconditiona 
offer. A number of other gentlemen 
thought Mr. King had no intention to 
transact real business, but. that his offer 
was made merely for the purpose of pre- 
venting the consummation of the arrange- 
ment with the Merchants’ Bank, 

The report recommending the adoption 
fof the offer of the Merchants’ Bank was 
then carried almost unanimously, 

The following motion was made by the 
Ven. Archdeacon Patton, seconded by Mr, 
J. C, Hale. 

Resolyed—That attacks having been 
made upon the honour and integrity of 
Mr. Ross, the sharcholders present at this 
influential meeting, take this opportunity 
of stating that such charges are in their 
opinion unfounded, and they therefore 
desire to place on record their conviction 
of lus entire integrity and honest of pur- 
poses and toexpress their spprec ation of 
ais zeal and devotion to his duties during

Town Council, 


TuESDAY, Jan, 7, 1868. 


A special meeting of the Town Council was 
held last evening. There were present, His 
Worship the Mayor, and Messrs. Watters, 
Holden, Tannahill, McIntosh, Henderson, 
Kennedy, Brown, Diamond, and Sutherland. 


The Mayor briefly referred to the objects 
for which he had called them together. 


A report from the physicians was read, 
making certain recommendations. 


After some discussion with regard to the 
report, the following resolution was submitted 
and carried : 


Moved by Mr. Diamond, seconded by Mr. 
Foster, that the old Board of Health, be re- 
appointed, with two additional members of 
the Medical Profession as members thereof, 
and that the Professional members of said 
Board be authorized to vaccinate the poor of 
the town at the rate of twenty-five cents a 
head ; that a list of ‘the persons so vaccinated 
at the public expense, be kept for the super- 
vision of the Council, and that such persons 
be vaccinated at the Town Hall, at such hours 
each day as the Board of Health may appoint 
and that the same be publicly advertised, 
and that a By-Law be passed to carry out 
this resolution. 

Drs, Powers and Dorland were appointed 
the other members of the Board. 

The rules were suspended, and a By-Law 
appointing the Board of Health was passed. 

The Mayor stated that he had been called | 
upon by the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Common School Trustees, who madea demand 
upon him as Mayor, for the sum of $1,570 
for the purchase of a school lot. To this 
demand he answered that he had no money 
for that purpose. 

The Mayor also stated that the lease of 
the Ferry was handed him to sign, but he 
wished the Council to satisfy themselves 
that it was all right before signing it. 

On motion of Mr. Diamond, seconded by 
Mr. Holden, the lease was referred to the 
Solicitor for examination, to see if it was all 
right, and to report at the next meoting of 
the Council. 

Mr, Holden moved, seconded by Mr. Hon. 
derson, that during the absence of the Mayor, 
Mr, Corby, at the Legislature, James Brown, 
Esq., be appointed presiding officer of the 
Council |

How to Winnow Corn, 1st Method.—Get 
some corn.

The Abyssinian Expedition. 


A SUMMARIZED ACCOUNT OF IT# PROGRESS 
AND PROSPECTS, 


_ [From the London Times, Dec. 29. | 
It is plain enough that we have entered 
upon an enterprise of considerable difficulty 
and it appéars too probable that the time 
which must under the most favorable cal- 
eulations be consumed before we can attain 
our objects, will be mueh greater than we 
had hoped. Those who have don 
the dangers and impolicy of an attempted 
raid into the heart of Africa may turn 
round and claim the credit of having 
-foreseen everything that happened or is 
likely to happen, They may possibly be- 
»» come more dolorous in their vaticinations, 
and prophesy defeat and disgrace if the 
‘alternative of retreat and disgrace be not 


Ds immediately accepted. But it is impos- 
‘ sible that these warnings can shake the 
> national resolve.. We know now what we 
i knew when we made up our minds to 


march into Abyssinia to recover our cap 
tiyes. The details are filled up but the 

_ outline isthe same. Mistakes of prepara- 
tion may prolong, but cannot make it of 
‘no effect, The mistakes and miscarriages 
at Annesley Bay will, in fact, enable us to 
atart upon the enterprise with an amount 
of experience cheaply bought, at no other 
price than that of annoyance, 


_ It seems certain that there has been an 
undue delay somewhere, and it is wise to 
recognize early the necessary consesjuences 
@ it. The Land Transport Corps of 
Bombay has not sent on an adequate supply 
of labor, and the men who have been sent 
—moleteers from Persie, Egyy#, and Arabia 
—are unfit for the work they were intended 
to perform, They are free, wild fajloWs, 
with notions of liberty and little love for 
work. They seem to have cost more in 
looking atter them than their services are 
worth. Not only so; there had been 

immediately before our correspondent 
wrote, a stoppage of stores.of all kiuds. 
On the first of this morth a vessel aufved 
bringing stores, camel drivere and carts— 
the last designed apparently for firewood, 
as.the roads are too heayy to allow them 
to be used--and this was the firet arrival 
direct from Bombay for nearly fifty daya 
Tt is true that the Land Transport Corps is 
a newly organized service in the Indian 
army, and they doubtless have a multitude 
or reagons to explain their inactivity ; but 
the results are clear that neither the 
Goyernor of Bombay nor Sir Robert 
Napier has been able to overcome this 
preliminary difficulty. The first result of 
this shortcoming is delay in supplying the 
provision depots along the line of march. 
and our correspondent sugpesta that, at the 
present rate, it would take mx years to 
ttore up thestock of aix months’ provisions 
which Sir Robert Napier regards as an 
indispensible prelimfngry to his march.— 

The labor of provisioning these depots in 
any manner is not slight. The pass 
selected for the march is the easternmost. 
running nearly due south from Annosley 
Bay to Senate. A good road has been 
made to the foot of the pass—a distance 
of twelve miles—buut it 8 @lready cut u 
and yery heavy. Up to that point it is 
necessary to carry water, and for some 
forty miles further it will be necessary to 
carry every article of consumption or use,

The man who 
went down with the witness said the two 
men who were helping him up were the 
two who were kicking him. Jack Vallier 
told witness that “if be (witness) did not 
want to be killed not to interfere ; if there 
is a row here don’t interfere if you do not 
want to be killed”; this was before the 
row took place. Next morning Vallier 
told witness that he knew all about the 
row before it happened ; the night it took 
place he (Vallier) told him he heard them 
talking about it at the Club House; he 
(Vallier) told witness if he said anything 
about it the first time he went up to the 
station he would have got his head knock- 
ed off. When Sullivan was backing up 
the steps he appeared to be attempting to 
get away. Every one of the crowd that 
could get near Sullivan struck him; there 
were two or three striking him all the time. 


Huan Strvenson, the next witness, cor- 
roborated the evidence of Pope in its most 
material points. He said before the 
wrestling commenced Vallier told him 
thut Kehoe and his crowd were looking 
afterj deceased, After they were down 
stairs Kehoe went up the stairs half way 
and called, ‘ All Kehoe’s crowd come on.” 
Quinn followed and all the rest went back 
to the bar. 


Huan Granam's testimony was to the 
eflect that abouta month ago Kehoe tried 
to have a row with Sullivan, opposite his 
hotel. Sullivan would not fight him, and 
Kehoe said if Sullivan-would not fight that 
night, he would see him another day,

We have no doubt but that the framer of 
the deed meant not to'enlarge, but to restrict 
defendant's right, whether the words used by 
him support that intent or not. 


It seems quite useless to discuss any tech- 
nical point, such as Was suggested in argu- 
ment, as to a proviso enlarging the estate 
conveyed by this grant. e have here to 
extract from all the words used, their mean- 
ing, if it be possible so to do, 

It would be utterly repugnant to all the 
preceding part of the deed, if defendant is 
entitled by this proviso to take enough to 
turn one Wheel, whether there be enough for 
plaintiff’s use or not. Such a construction 
would completely reverse the meaning of the 
grant, and instead of giving plaintiff the first 
right to the water, and the surplus after 
supplying such right todefendant, It would 
give the first right to defendant, and the 
surplus after defendant’s one wheel was sup- 
plied to plaintiff Very unmistakable words 
ought to be required to heve this effect. 

It is quite true that, assuming the general 
intent of the deed to be as plaintiff argued, 
the adding of this proviso creates the whole 
difficulty, Had the word “only” been 
omitted, the argument of defendant would 
be very strong, and it would probably be 
then held as an absolute right when there 
Was a scarcity of water to use so much as 
would turn one wheel. Had there been a 
previous grant of a general use of the water

The words, “when there is a scarcity of 
water in the mill pond,” are much more vague 
then if it had been “when the water is not 
sufficient to drive plaintiff’s mill, and defen- 
dant’s algo.”

A man was arrested in the County 
or Cork to-day, who, itis expected, will prove 
to be no other than the celebrated Col. Michael 
Doheny, The police have been on his track for 
along time, and it is known that he has been 
lurking in unfrequented places in disgnise and 
under assumed names, and attempted several 
timea to make his way to the United States, 
‘Lhe man Lennon, who was arrested at Dublin 
yesterday, 1s charged with killing a policeman 
in that city, In October last. 

Paris, Jan. 11.—On New Year’s day, King 
William, of Prussia, sent the Emperor a cordial 
autograph note, which was answered in the 
same conciliatory spirit.

Lonpon, January 12. -Mr. Edward Thornton, 
British Ambassador to the United States, sailed 
from Liverpool yesterday on the steamship 
“Siberia”? for New York. 

Accounts from the interior of Paraguay haye 
been received from Rio Janeiro, which show 
that the condition and prospects of the Para- 
guayans are better than the Braziliavs are 
williog to admit. President Lopez in person 
was in command at Humatia, aud held the lines 
of communication with his capital, Ascension, 
and with the fortress of Curapaty uninterrupted, 
As the forces of the allies were very weak in 
front of Humatia, the Paraguayans defied thein 
to uuderiuiss 9 siege. All classes were as en- 
thusiastically devoted to Lopez as ever, and 
were making most energetic efforts to supply 
him with men and provisions, but on the other 
hand the allies were preparing to push on the 
war with vigor. When the steamer left Rio 
Janiero the Brazilian Government was forward- 
ing reinforcements. and the other powers were 
sending supplies of men and material to the 
Rio Parana. 


FLORENCE, January 12.—The adjourned ses- 
sion of the national Parliament was reaumed 
yesterday, Prime Minister Meuabrea made a 
aspecch in which he confined himself to the 
subject of the Internal and domestic affatrs of 
the kingdom.

in different parties shooting, The } 
was full of game whe: 
Fe bag our mess tab 
all kinds, but now they are gettin sl 
we have great, difficulty fh stocie te 
larder, We, however, manage to do_ it, 
This i8 a most peculiar country. . There 
seems to be but yeryfew inhabitants, We 
are now.in the low enuntry, which js ye 
poor jndeed.. You may, ride. for .,miles 
and perhaps not sce anyone, and when 
you do they are poon wretches, half atarved 
looking creatures, and both mén and women 
have a,ctrong resemblance to the, monkey 
tribe, , The men go about in the. costume 
of our first parents, and the women, with a 
skin tigd around their loins; they have no- 
thing gn their heads .at.all, except wooley 
hair, Which some shave off, except a tuft 
over the forehead ;. the ladies do the same, 
but some shaye hetween the tuft and. the 
back r. They are a :yery excitable 
race. A ‘good many come: to see us, and 
they think nothing of going up to & Sepoy 
when ‘eating and helping themaelyes un- 
asked, ) Money is of no use here for small 
purchages. If we want milk we give rice 
in exchange, but in buying stock, such as 
goats, mules, &c., dollars are taken, There 
13 littl@or no cultivation,, I have ridden 
a good deal about the nei; hborhood, and 
been leng~distances, but have only onte 
seen a patch of ground over which a plough 
had passed. Our locality is. cartialy very 
pretty, bigh hills all around us, and we 
cannot get out any way without goin 
through a pass.The soil is-sandy an: 
large stonea—very nasty ground for horses. 
There are not any roads of any kind, but 
simply foot tracks, The jungle is thick 
and full of ranbal-(Mimosa Arabicay-crees, 
and the thorns touch us up occasionally. 
We are obliged to-go about armed and in 
parties, as the Joho race attack and murder 
unarmed men, so our pistols are. always 
loaded. Weare rather “ up.a tree” about 
carriage” Tt seems the men did not under- 
stand the order, and have brought with 
them about 200 pounds weight of kit each 
man, instéad of 40 pounds, and we shall 
have to leave a good number of pots and 
pans behind when we advance.’ It is said 
|a regiment of cavalry and one of infantry 
will be left. in the low country to, defend 
the passes, Our horses do; not get on at 
all, Whether their constitutions are bad, 
and are, therefore, unable to stand the 
reaction after being shut up for three weeks

$746, from $4,500, the total eur expended on 
theschools. Inthe case of the Belleville Gram- 
mar School, more than two-thirds of the total 
expenditure was for some years defrayed from 
the general Grammar School fund, the sald fund 
being derived chiefly from the sale of lands set 
apart in the Province for the encouragement 
sod support of Grammar Schools, The new 
law, which came into operation fn Jan- 
uary, 1866, las brought about an important 
change in the mode of supporting Grammar 
Schools, section 6th, providing that ‘No 
Grammar School 


sources, exclusive of fees, equal at least to half 
the sum apportioned to each school, and ex- 
pended for the same purpose as the said fund.” 


Meteorology has already been alluded to. 
Being a Grammar School Trustee, you are aware 
of the circumstances connected with the estab- 
lishment of the station here, but it may be 
proper to give some further explanation to your 
readers, Meteorology being a subject that is 
beginning to excite a good deal of interest.

Superintendent as compensation $180, this 
being, as has already been mentioned, the 
highest sum which the law allows.

In the Assembly on the 15th, a number of 
petitions were read, amongst them one from 
the inhabitants of Thurlow, praying that no 
charter be granted to the Licensed Victual- 
lers’ Association. 


The question of franking was brought 
before the House by Sir Henry Smith, who 
stated that notwithstanding the declaration 
of the Attorney General, postage had been 
charged upon letters sent by members. 
Mr. K. Graham said he had received a 
letter having 20 cents in stamps upon 
it, and his correspondent informed him 
that the postmaster refused to forward 
the letter unless 1t was prepaid. 
This was an assumption of authority on the 
part of the Postmaster, because the law 
permits the payment of postage by the 
receiver as well as the sender. The post- 
master ought to be reported. Hon, John

at the city post office, when they should 
only be mailed at the post office in the 
House.

| posed to give an unbiagssed and independent | 
opinion in the present controversy. 

Let me, therefore, be permitted to offer my | 
testimony to you, and the Board, for your 
manly and fearless declaration, in the face of 
a storm of temporary unpopularity, that you | 
were in favor of the Central School, I read 
with amazement the speeches of such men 
as Mr, Bell and Mr. Read, betraying, or 
rather displaying—for I can hardly conceive 
of such gentlemen not really knowing any 
better—so gross a contradiction to the ac 
knowledged first principles of effective school 
management. The great advantage of public 
schools over private tuition lies in the saving 
of expense and the spirit of emulation ex- 
cited. The great advantage of a large school 
over a small one is that it enables us, espe- 
cially in towns, to profit by the fact that our | 
population lies close around one centre, and 
to put into practice the principle of the sub- 
division of labor. A country school is neces- 
sarily like a country store, where you expect 
to get a little of all sorts; butif a man wish 
ed to trade to advantage, he would come to 
town, where each merchant, dealing in one 
particular line, is able to understand it better 
and buy and sell cheaper. 


So it is with different trades. In the back- 
woods ® man is obliged to be Jack of all 
trades. Inthe town every man gives himself 
toa particular branch and thus works to 
better advantage for himself and for the 
community, It is only in the matter of edu- 
cation that we are blind to these obvious 
principles. 

Every man will teach best what he best 
understands, snd what he kas had most ex- 
esa in teaching, Thus in our highest 

jeminaries of learning, every branch has its 
own particular professor, and any man with 
cemmon sense would laugh at the idea of 
making each Professor teach a little of each 
subject. Even the branches taught in a 
Common School require a different mental 
turn and training to impart them to advan- 
tage. 

To teach Reading will require a special ear 
and voice, and study. A trained teacher of 
Arithmetic giving up his attention to that 
one branch, will get over an extent of 
ground, and teach a number of scholars 
utterly impossible under the old system.— 
A writing master will bring a boy on fur- 
ther in t months, (I speak from ex- 
perience) than he would get inthree years 
upon the present plan. ; 

Who can fail to perceive that a school 
sufficiently numerous to allow the application 
of this prnalple, would enjoy an immence 
advantage? the country parts this cannot 
be done, because the scholars have to be 
drawn from so large an area, that many of

}some months in Canada, and the United 
| States, “ studying the subject in small and 
‘Cin large schools, in the country districts 
“as well as in the thickly peopled towns ;” 
“sufficiently” he says ‘to arrive at distinct, 
“and accurate conclusions.” In order that 
this investigation might not be a superfi- 
cial one, le says : 


“When I did yisit a school it was for the 
purpose of thorough Inspection. I spent my 
morning, sometimes my whole day there—a 
pertinacity which my kind guides at first did 
not seem to understand; but when they did 
understand that I thought 1 could gain my 
object better by passing three or four hours in 
one school and making myself thoroughly mas- 
ter ot the methods persued, than by being 
hurried through half-a-dozen schools iu the 
same time, they invariably yielded to my whim, 
at whatever cost of weariness to themselves, 
with the best grace imaginable, Indeed, 
nothing could exceed the readiness with which 
every facility was afforded me for obtaining the 
information I desired, or the cordial welcome 
that awaited me in every school.”’

| own Board of Trustees, The demand for 
the severance of this connection between | 
the Grammar and Common Schools in 
Hamilton arose as much from class distine- 
tions, as any othercause, ‘This is precisely 
the system which the Board of Common 
Schools desired to introduce into this 
town, leaving the Grammar School outside, 
as is now the case in Hamilton, 
to do the work of imparting a classical 
education to those who desire it. Yet this 
system, which ig pronounced the “most 
perfect” by a gentleman who has devoted 
years to the study of conducting National 
Schools, was denounced by a legal gentle- 
man at the late school mecting as a ‘ mon- 
grel,” neither one thing nor another ; but 
which he evidently did not understand, or 
if he*did understand it, finding it unpop- 
ular for the moment, like many others, 
seized upon the opportunity to secure an 
ephemeral popularity. 

A large portion of the Report is occupied 
in describing the different systems, after 
which he concludes with the following 


Republic, he says : 


“The Cif ge eteo of the city schools of 
Hamilton js universally admitted to be the 
most perfect which exists under the common school 
system ‘The following description of it is 
slightly abridged from the Report of the Super- 
intendent for the year 1861. 

“The population of Hamilton in that year, 
according to the census, was 19,096, and the 
number of children in the school-age is stated’ 
to have been 4,200, To meet the requirements 
of this population the school accommodation 
consisted of one central building—handsome, 
spacious, and well situated, occupying with its 
premises a plot of about two acres of ground— 
and siz ward school-houses, which together offered 
accommodation to about 2,250 scholara. 


“The schools were organized into a grammar 
school, a central or high school, three intermed- 
jate, and six primary schools; and employed 
the seryices of about 88 teachers, with on 
average of about 60 pupils a-piece. 


“The grammar school consists of two depart- 
ments, a classical and mathematical, each under 
a separate master, and both distinct from the 
classes of the central school, 


‘The central school comprises a first-class of 
both sexes (since called the English department 
of the grammar school), under the joint tuition 
of the Principal and the first assistant; and 
elght classes of boys and six classes of girls,each 
under a separate teacher, male or female. 

“The intermediate schools are each under 
the care of a female teacher, as are also the 12 
| classes of the primary schools. 


“The pupils are promoted from class to class, | 
and from school to school after regular periodi- 
cal personal examinations, within the limits of 
their respective studies, conducted by the 
Principal, who (like the Master of a Boston 
grammar school) has supreme control over the 
whole organization; and when pupils have 
adyanced as far as the second class, they have 
the option of orn? on to the first or highest 
class (now called the English department) of 
the central school, or of entering the grammar 
school with the view of prosecuting the study 
of classics and mathematics, 


‘Under this organization, all the children 
attending the schools are carefully classified 
into twelve grades, nine in the central school, 
one in the intermediate, and two In the primary 
school, which are further subdivided into 80 
classes, several of them co-ordinate, The 
theory is that a class should cons{st of from 60 
to'70 pupils, of attainments so nearly equal that 
all may be taught together without hindrance 
toany. ‘Teachers aré expected to promote at 
least 50 per cent. of their pupils at each exami- 
nation. Asmaller promotion would probably 
be thought to indicate either want of diiigence 
or inefiiciency, 


“Tn the Paar, and intermediate schools, 
which are kept under the same root, “the 
“course of instruction comprises reading 
‘spelling, enunciation, PronUnpiAtlon, writing 
‘on slates, oral and written arithmetic, arith- 
“metical tables, geography, and develo ring 
“Jessons on objects, size, color, form, ket 
Tho programme rigidly deflnes the time that is 
to be given to cach of these subjects; the 
capital subjects of reading, writing, and arith: 
metic getting the largest share,in the proportion 
of about ten, six, and five hours out of about 
28 hours per week respectively, 

“In the central school the programme of 
inetruction is considerably wider. It embraces 
“reading, spelling, writing, arithmetic, geo- 
“graphy, English grammar, ohteot lessons, 
“natural history (Canadian, English, and 
“ general), physiology, drawing menauration 
“trigonometry, book-keeping, astronomy, 
“aigebra, geometry; and one each term of the 
* following subjects,—chemistry, natural philos- 
‘“‘ophy, botany, zoology.’ ‘The tirst-named 
studies, as constituting the basis of an English 
education, occupy about four-fifths of all the 
time and Iabor spent in the schools,

remarks concerning the “graded” or 
“classified system”; 


“There can be no doubt that it we could 
Introduce the yraded system into our elementary 
town and city schools,—it would, I think, be 
impracticable in country districts; even’ the 
Americans cannot get it to work there—and a 
mode of central inspection or visitation analo- 
gous to that exercised by the New York Board 
of Regents of the University into our middle 
and upper schools, dividing the country for the 
purpose into certain defined and manageable 
areas, we ehould be introducing into the former 
class of schools a principle of union which 
would be a principle of strength ; and into the 
latter class a flood of new light and a whole- 
some regard for public opinion, which appear 
to be much needed, in some cases, to bring 
them into harmony with the spirit of the time. 

Us th of course, there are two formidable, 
and I fear insurmountable obstacles to the 
adoption of either plan. To the first is opposed 
the constitution of our parochial system, so 
closely Interwoyen with our system of elemen- 
tury schools, and all the narrow, local notions 
that have sprung from it. Admirably as the 
parochial system of England ie adapted to the 
wants of rural districts, both in a spiritual and 
in an educational aspect, securing both for 
churcbes and schools, ministrations which no 
other system that I have ever seen devised would 
afford so effectually, yet it has always seemed 
to me a far less efficient instrument for dealing 
with masses aggregrated as our people are aggre- 
gated in our metropolitan, manufacturing and 
commercial towns. There I think we need more 
consolidation, and less of independent action. 
» * * * * The gradation of scnools 
is just the strength of the American system.

Since the crushing mills have got to 
work and shown that gold exists 1n paying 
quantities, the Hastings gold region is 
attracting increased attention from capital- 
ists. Within the pust few weeks a large 
pumber of strangers, evidently men of 
meuns, have visited the gold district and 
generally express themselves satisfied with 
the developments being made, and from 
what we can learn there can be little 
doubt that by the opening of spring heavy 
investments of capital will be made in the 
purchase of lands, in mining, and the 
erection of additional crushing mills.

and by means of which, anda powerful jet 
of steam, the crushed rock can be thorough 

| cleansed from the battery and amalgamating 
| troughs, so that the mercury can be gathered 
| together in one spot. 

Extending across the building, in front of 
the batteries, is a long platform, on which the 
rock is broken up into small pieces, ready to 
be thrown into the hopper bya shovel. The | 
stamps of the battery weigh 160 pounds each 
and havo « rise and fall of 12 inches. This 
pounds the rock into fine sand, the coarse gold 
falling down through a false bottom into a 
receptable whence it can be gathered, The 
broken ore is also mixed with water, which, | 
rising above the false bottom, carries off the | 
finer particles of sand, which are discharged | 
through a very closely woven double-net 
iron-wire sieve. ‘The sand which passes 
through this sieve must necessarily be ex-| 
tremely fine, but still it may contain, or be 
mixed with very minute particles of gold. | 
It falls upon a copper and amalgamated apron, | 
with an incline sufficient to discharge the} 
sand upon the shaking tables below, of which 
there is one to every five stamps. Theshak- 
ing table is also copper-plated and am alga- 
mated,and contains four cross riffles, or eleva- 
tions, loaded with mercury, The shaking 
table travels along a small tram, with a for- 
and-backward side motion, fast or slow, as 
may be required, the water being thus thrown | 
gently over the riffles, which detain the 
coarser particles of sand, for amalgamation | 
with themercury. Whateversand or mercuy 
may pass away from the shaking table, drops 
into a hopper, from which it is transferred to 
the Russ cone patent amalgamators—an 
invention introduced here from the gold mines | 
of Nova Scotia—consisting of a series of cone 
shaped plates chemically prepared. There | 
are altogether ten sets of these cone plates— | 
the first three, when the process of amalgam- 
ation is going on, being filled with a certain | 
proportion of mercury ; the next three with 
less; the last three with still less, and the 
remaining one being left empty. After 
passing through the sluice box containing 
these cones, the sand and water again pass 
through another copper-plated and amal- 
gamated sluice box, with regulating traps at | 
each end. Finally, it passes into a large, 
square tank, from which the tailings are 
discharged by a sluice box outside the build- 
ing. After being subjected to such a searching 
process, it may well be supposed that the 
tailings are not likely to contain a trace of 


gold.” 

The work at the shatt is being conducted 
in a scientific manner, and at present three 
gangs of men are employed. The main 
shatt is 68 feet in depth, dipping north at 
an angle of 40 to 45 degrees. Ata depth | 
of 48 feet, they have commenced to tunnel 
east and west, sinking at the same time 
A tramway runs the whole length of the 
shaft, and up this road a smal! cart 


A lot of five tons was in the mill on the 
17th instant, the result of which we under- 
stand has turned out to be about $85. 

It must be remembered that most of the 
assays now being made by these mills are 
from surface rock, or from rock taken a 
few feet from the surface. 


The Richardson Company’s Crusher will 
probably commence to-day to run regularly. 
It started once or twice last week, but, like 
all new machinery of that kind, it cannot 
be expected to run smoothly at once. On 
a recent visit to El Dorado, through the 
courtesy of W. M. Robertson, Esq.,. the 
Manager of the Company, a description of 
the mill, with its appurtenances, was taken 
in our note-book, but as we find a well 
written article in the Mercury, covering the 
whole ground, we avail ourselves of it. It 
may be said here, that the building of t be 
mill, the arrangement of the machinery, as 
well as the mining at the shaft, has all been 
done under the superintendence of Mr. 
Robertson, « gentleman ot large practical 
experience in mining, who thoroughly 
understands his business. The following 
is the Mercury's description of the mill 
and machinery ; 

“The main building which contains the 
batteries and the amalgamating machinery, 
is a substantial stone stracture, 42 by 62 feet 
in dimensions ; with au addition for the 
engine house and boiler, 22 by 35 feet On 
the south side, a large shed will also be 
erected, for the reception of the rock from 


the shaft, ready for immediate delivery to the 
crusher asit is wanted 

“The water for the supply of the boiler,&c., 
is taken from a well some 250 feet northwest 
of the building, to which it is drawn up by 
pipes, and raised to the height of 87 feet to 
the tank of two thousand gallons capacity, 
which is situated over the boiler. The boiler 
itself is of the locomotive pattern, 14 feet 4 


inches long and 5 feet in diameter. It con- 
tains 75 8}inch tubes, affording a large 
amount of heating surface. The fire paases 
under the tubes, the whole length of the 
boiler, returning through the tubes, and 
passing away over the topof the boiler. {[n 
this way—the boiler being surrounded by 
brickwork,—the maximum of heat is obtain- 
ed with the minimum consumption of fuel, 
three cords of wood being sufficient to run 
the machinery for twenty-four hours, 


“The engine at present in use is one of 85 
horse power. This, however, will elther be 
duplicated, or else replaced with one of great- 
er power, on account of the increased number 
of stamps by which the existing battery is to 
be supplemented Tho exbaust steam-pi 
passes through the tank over the boiler, by 
which means an ample supply of heated 
water is always ready either for the boiler, or 
for the other purposes for which it may be 
needed, The whole of the belting which 
drives the main shaft which communicates 
power to the batterios is sitaated in the 
engine-house, and therefore out of the wa 
of causing danger to those engaged in attenc 
ing to the amalgamating process. his shaft, 
as the other batteries are put in place—there 
are to be four or ten stamps each, capable of 
crashing, in the aggregate, fifty tons of rock 
in a day—will extend the whole length of the 
main building.

Gold News. 


Several important discoveries in goll 
have recently been reported, some of whids 
have rather a doubtful character, whie 
others have the best evidences of genuim- 
ness, Among those which have cone 
under our notice within the last few days 
isa discovery made by A. B. Ross & Ce, 
of Madoc. Last week two or three mm 
were sent out to lot 11 in the first concessim 
and instructed to tunnel in the side of a 
hill, in which there was a quartz ledge. 
Mr. 8. Ross was at the place on Fridsy 
afternoon and brought away a piece of 
quartz weighing about one pound, which 
was crushed and from which several pieces 
of gold were extracted ; it was then washed, 
and in the pan full a number of ‘shows’ were 
visible. A large quantity of quartz was 
obtained subsequently from the same 
locality, some of which was crushed and 
produced 4 fine show. There 1s scarcely 
any doubt that the Messrs. Ross have 
obtained something valuable,

ment aid, the various separate schools in 
the Province, in which the peculiar dogmas 
of the Roman Catholic faith are taught and 
inculeated? Or are to be told that the 
religious scruples of only one denomination 
in the Province are to be respected ? 
If John Sanfield is determined upon } 
carrying out his peculiar ideas upon this | 
point, let him be consistent with himself, 
and place all schools, high and low, upon 
the same footing. Let him carry it still 
further than we haye indicated, and sell the 
whole property connected with the Uni- 
versity of Toronto—provincial in its 
character though it may be. Thereis nO 
argument that can be used to convince 
people, thatif it be not right to use the 
public money in aid of denominational 
schools, because it would be using the 
money of one sect to aid another, that it is 
night or equitable,to use the money of those 
who do not believe in sending children to 
schools or universities where no form of 
religion is recognized, in support of 
such schools. If we are to have 
so radical a change in the manner of aiding 
our various educational institutions, let all 
be treated alike, The conscience of the 
man who believes it essential in the educa- 
tion of his sop, to have him placed under 
the influence and control of those who re- 
spect and reverence religion, is just as 
much to be respected, and much more so, 
than the man who has no respect for these 
principles, and who would sooner haye his 
child educated in a school which ignores 
religion altogether. There are, to our 
mind, but two courses to pursue :—One, to 
continue these grants, butin a more equi- 
table manner than heretofore. The other, | 
withdraw them all, without distinction, | 
beginning with the University of Toronto 
and ending with the Common Schools. 
We have no hesitation in saying that we 
believe the first to be the correct policy to 
pursue, and which would receive the sup- 
port of the people of the Province. How 
cau this be done? By confining the grants 
to such Colleges as have University powers, 
and extending them to only one of 


each denomination, and let the aid be in 
proportion to the number of pupils 
taught yearly. Let a sum be set apart for 
this especial purpose, and divided yearly 
among these universities upon the same 
principle that the appropriations are now 
made to Grammar and Uommon Schools, 
confining each school to a certain sum ; 
any surplus remaining might be invested 
for the benefit of the educational fund, 
thus providing for the future; and if it 
were thought advisable let this grant be 
made conditional upon the denominations 
receiving it investing in Provincial funds a 
sum sufficient to realize an amount equal to 
that received from Goyernment. By this 
means the difficulty which the Premier no 
doubt sees in the future, of every school 
which may be called a College applying 
for aid, would be obviated. The reply 
would be, your denomination hasa Univer- 
sity already endowed from the public 
chest, and the law prevents any further

The London Army and Navy Gazette, 
alluding to canards about tke Fenians, 
remarks that while there is nothing so 
unwise as indifference to proper precau- 
tions in such times as these, it ig also 
Hecessary to take precautions against panic 
and against ‘practical joking, u 
_ The Paris correspondent of the Brussela 
journal Le Nord says : It has been proved 
that the Fenian “organization has its 
accomplices in France, and that their name 
islegion. Searches haye been made by 
order of the Prefect of Police in a certain 
quarter, which haye led to the seizure of 
correspondence between the French and 
English Fenians. Among it were discovered 
plans of fresh outrages to be carried out in 
England, one of which is the destruction 
of the fleet, and the names of the most 
important correspondents of the Fenian 
movement in'London. The discovery has 
been kept quite secret; but the documents 
have been forwarded by the police of Paris 
to the Government of Great Britain. 

On the evening of New Year's Day, as 
the carriage of Mr, Ashworth, the foreman 
of the jury who conyicted Allen, Larkin 
and Gould, at Manchester, was being taken 
to Rochdale to tetch Mr, Ashworth, who 
had béen on a visit to his brother, it was 
fired at from behind 4 hedge ; the’ horse 
was scared and the coachman nearly 
pitched off.

The London Times consider the proposal 
of the treasurer of the Metropolitan Work.

“No Eng- 
lishman of any class needs to givea pledge 
of his loyalty, and this particular associn- 
tion has a party character, and therefore is 
not fitted to take the lead in such a move- 
ment.” The Zimes urges that Irishmen in 
England should come forward voluntarily 
and make declarations of their loyalty to 
the crown, and thoir abhorrence of all 
treasonable designs, and says ;—“Such a 
course would, we think, tend to allay the 
alarm with which the presence of a large 
Irish population in our great cities 18 
regarded, It would draw the two com- 
munities nearer together, as a thing which 
is very necessary in some districts, where 
one of the chief tasks of the police is t@ 
protect the Irish workmen and laborers 
against their incensed neighbours. In 
Staffordshire they are looked upon with s 
distrust deepening into hostility, and in 
South Wales it would take very little to 
raise the native miners against them. It is 
generally felt that any new Fenian crime 
will agitate society to a degree seldom 
known in Great Britain.

HAVANNAH, Jan, 21.—The mail steamer bus 
arrived from Vera Cruz.

Burrer Facrorres ww New York.—The 
Tribune says butter factories are rapidly 
increasing in numberin the State of New 
York, Water-power often determinates 
the site, though steam is generally pre- 
ferred to watcr-power. A cold and copi- 
ous spring is well nigh indespensible. A 
large reservoir like a cellar is dug in the 
ground and tightly walled with planks.— 
Board platforms extend into this, floating 
on two or three teet of water, constantly 
renewed fromthespring. In this reservoir, 
deep pails or cans are set and filled three- 
fourths full of milk—they sink and float 
' in alike depth of water. The milk remains 
here twenty-four or thirty-six hours, when 
the cream is taken off and churned by 
steam or water-power—six to twenty-four 
churns being operated at once, with no 
draft on human muscle. The butter thus 
made is of such uniform and superior qual- 
ity as to bring from five to ten cents per 
pound more than fair farm dairies will 
command. A very fair quality of cheese 
is made of the milk after it is skimmed,— 
The Tribune estimates that the dairy 
product of the Stete will be increased at 
least one-fourth by the general introduction 
of these factories,

rabbits when I caught sight of two or three 
small clusters of wretched hoyels stowed 
away’ under the shelter of the mountain — 
side. They are .built of clay, stuck with 
rough stones, are only about seyen feet in _ 
height, with flat roofs, which must lead ». 
hard lifein the rainy season, but are of 
considerable length and breadth, having — 
to hold all the proprietor’s cattle and 
sheep, as well as the more immediate "e 
thembers of his family. No invidious — 
distinction, however, is made between his 
quadrupeds and his blood relations. The _ 
former, in consideration of their number 
and size, aye by far the largest-share of _ 
the apartment assigned to them, while a— 
smallspace, matked off with stakes and 
twisted grass, is reserved as the parlour, 
bed-room, dining-room, and kitchen of the + gi 
latter, The house was naturally but oue 
story, snd all the inmates seem to live q 
amicably together on a perfect footing of re | 
equality and dirt. . These half-human — 
habitations belong to a tribe of our Trusty 
allies, the Shoheos, though I conclude’ the 
tribe has a mixture of Abyssinian blood 1 
it, as many of its members are christians— a 
their christiamity consisting chiefly in a bit 
of blue riband about their neck, worn to 
show that they are not Mussulmans. Thi 
genuine, out-and-out Abyssinians live a few 
miles further from this, butI am told that 
many of their villages are very much in the 
Khoho style. ‘ ALB PY 
Two or three Tigre chiefs from a nei, 
bouring district came yesterday to pay 
their respects to Col, Merewether and 
present him with a jar of hydromel aud a 
cow; which, i however, took the fi 
opportunity of running away, giving 
conn fncheritable audpleten on the part of 
the British that the ammal was kept for — 
purposes of presentation and trained into — 
a patriotic preference of the interests of 
her fellow-countrymen. The chiefs were 
full of polite and: friendly offers of asste- 
tance, and afair supply of forage forthe 
baggage animals—a most welcome offering — 
—has been sent into camp. As the word 
“chief” has an imposing sound, whichmay 
mislead people at home in the notion that _ 
all Tigre is mustering its spears and buck- 
lers in our aid, Tought perhaps to explain — 
that chiefs here seem as commonas Colonels 
in America, and that these polite and— 
friendly warriors were perhaps onl¥ the 
head-men of some such small group of mud - 
cabins as those of Senafe, and had no 
profounder political motive than the nation e 
al instinct to get something out ofa 
strainger.

extent, girls’ schools as well as boys schools,

While I do 
not for a moment question the sincerity of 
those masters—some of them men of high 
character and generally sound judgment-— 
who contend that a classical course of study 
is desirable for girls as well as for boys, it 
would be mero affectation for any one to 
profess to doubt, that the new-born .rage 
for Latin, among the female pupils of our 
grammar echools, ia intimately associated 
with the regulation of the Council of Public 
Tostruction, which provides that those 
girla who study French and the English 
subjects in the grammar school programme 
for boys, without Latin, shall not be taken 
into account in the apportionment ot 
the Grammar School Fund, The following 
table, compiled in the Education office, 
from tle semi-annual returns made by the 
Grammar School masters and trustecg, 
shows the daily average attendance, for 
1866, of boys and girls, respectively, in 
classics, for twenty schools, in all of which, 
exceptfour, it will be observed that the 
average attendance of girls studying Latin 
is in excess of that of boys.

Only “ moral 
suasion,” as an excellent teacher explained 
to me—not, I think, without some valied 
humour—is employed to induce them to 
take Latin, “ that being sufficient” The 
plea, therefore, that the degradation of the 
common school department, in many of 
the Union Schools, is counterbalanced or 
relieved by the facilities afforded in the

8. There® are two aspects in which the 
common schools may be regarded They 
may be considered either as having a com-

E.—APPOKTIONMENT OF THE 
SCHOOL FUND. 


The evils which have manifested them- 
selves in the Grammar Schools, while re- 
sulting in part Irom the statute authorizing 
the formation of united Common and 
Grammar School Boards, are due also in 
some measure to the clause in the amended 
Act which determines the principle on 
which the Grammar School fund is to be 
apportioned, and to the regulatiohs of the 
Council of Public Instruction on the same 
subject. 


1. The law provides generally that the 
fund shall be apportioned on the basis of 
daily average attendance, In making up 
vhe daily averege for the several schools 
account has hitherto been taken, under a 
special regulation of the council of the 
attendance of girls studying Latin, but not 
of those studying French and English 
branches merely. This has the two-fold 
Msadvantage of being inequitable, and of 
affording encouragement to a course of 
study whichis not the most suitable for 
girls. In illustration of the manner in 
which the regulation works, let me compare 
the Oshawu and Whitby schools with that 
at Port Hope, In the Oshawa school, when 
| visited it on the 16th of May last I found 
on the roll 78 classical pupils, of whom 38 
were boys and 40 girls. In Whitby, on the 
15th of May, there were 80 classical pupils 
pa the roll. I did not note down the num- 
ber of girls among these, but the propor- 
tion of girls to boys was at least ag great 
asin Oshawa. In Port Hope, which I 
visited on the ist of March, there were on 
the roll 42 classical pupils, of whom 88 
(exactly the same number ag in Oshawa) 
were boys. If, therefore. the attendance of 
boys alone were reckoned, the three schools 
mentioned would be entitled for 1868 to 
abont equal grants from the Grammar 
School Fund. But, if the attendance of 
qirls studying classics be taken into ace 
count, the grant to Port Hope will fq)| 
greatly below the grants to the other two 
schools. This ia not equitable, It ma 
perhaps, be suid, ought not the Whitby 
and Oshawa schools to be remunerated for

Such, in the barest outline, is the plan that 
I would suggest for tho inspection of the 
rammar schools. It will be time enough to 
eal with minute detalls when there is a — 
prospect of the proposal being favourably 
regarded by the Legislature, and of the 
necessary funds being obtained, Thescheme 
may yery probably be judged to be of too 
large a character for the Province of Ontario,

Anco almply, it seems plain that an alteration 
In the law which authorizes the formation of 
union boards must be contemplated, 


Where the fund 1s apportioned on the basis 


of attendance simply, the temptation to 

manage the union school machinery, s0 48 

unduly to swell the nominal attendance in 

tho grammar schools, is so great that sno 
class of men would be left exposed to it. The 
interests, therefore, of genuine grammar 
school education, and the Latveresta— stil 
more important—of advanced common sc eet 
education, agree in demanding that the ny 
whith provides that common schools may be 
united to grammar schools, should undergo 
revision, In toomany instances, a one 
and a grammar school,united to one another, 
are like Siamese twins, whose conten is 
inconsistent with the play of free, healthy, 
natural lifein either. Of course, I do not 
mean that any change in toe law regarding 
union schools should be made hastily, or 
without regard to existing arrangements. | 
\vould not separate the twins with a butcher's 
cleaver. Union schools have established 
themselves so extensively throughout the 
Province, that a rude interference with them 
would convulse the whole Grammar School 
system. But, through wise legislation, the 
formation of Union Schools in future might 
bo prevented, and influences might, perhaps, 
be brought into play which, ina gradual and 
essy manner, would lead to a dissolution of 
Unions af present existing. 

With more complete arrangements for the 
inspection of the Grammar Schools—arrange- 
‘ments that would reach results with sufficient 
accuracy to enable results to be used, in con- 
nection with attendance, as the basis of the 
apportionment of the Grammar School fund, 
nnd that would render mere numerical 
strength, without attainments, of but little 
account—the temptation to draft unsuitable 
pupils from the Common school into the 
Grammar School would be very much taken 
away. And thus, also, the other great evil 
which has been shown to grow so frequently 
out of the Union of the Common to the 
Grammar School, namely, the degradation of 
the Common School, wovld be lessened ; for 
in proportion as the Grammar Schools re 
strained themselves from plundering the 
Common Schools, the instruction given in the 
Common Schools would become of » higher 


type.

The persons owning small mills complain 
that the whole timber district is taken up | 
by the large mill owner or heavy lumber- | 
man, and they are excluded from obtain- 
ing the necessary supply of logs to keep 
their mills in operation, whilst thousands 
leave this country to be cut up in the 
American mills. And they are obliged to 
Keep up their dams, that enable the logs 
to be floated down to the mouth of the 
river and from thence sent to the Ameri- 
can market, frequently whilst their mills 
are idle for want ot logs.’ If such are 
facts, I certainly think it is wrong, and 
should be remedied. On the other hand, 
the proprietors of the large mills and lim- 
its represent that they must necessarily 
have from one to two hundred thousand 
dollars invested in what they say is an 
uncertain business, and give employment 
to from one hundred to three hundred men, 
consuming an immense amount of produce, 
thereby creating a home market and con- 
tributing largely to the reyenue of the Prov- 
ince, paying for all they get, and more than 
others are or were willing to pay. 
and when they have a profitable season 
there is an unjust cry raised against them, 
whilst, when the prospect is not good or 
bright, from the immense amount of capi- 
tal invested, they can not curtail or stop 
manufactoring and commence again when 
prospects are favorable, the same as the 
small lumberman is sure to do, I have no 
personal interest in this matter, but only 
wish that all classes and interests may be 
fairly represented, I should like justice 
done to both small and large mill owners, 
and I believe the policy of the Government 
is geod and sound on this question, and 
they ehuuld endeavor to frame such resolu- 
tions with regard to the timber that small 
and large operators would be fairly dealt 
with; but no mill should be compelled to 
suspend operations for want of logs, whilst 
speculators are taking thousands to the 
American markets. I certainly think that 
if limits had not been created or licenses 
granted, it would have been better for the 
country. But at present we must respect 
vested rights, especially when there 1s such 
a large amount of capitalinyested. I must 
certainly endorse, in a measure, the policy 
proposed by the member for Bothwell, to 
sell the lands to the highest bidder, in 
blocks of 1,000 acres or, at most, four or 
five square miles. In this manner the! 
owner would protect and preserve the 
timber, work it up, clear as he went, feel 
certain of his interest in the timber, and 
where any portion of the land is suitable 
for agricultural purposes, the same would 
be settled, because if the patents were 
issued the lands would be huble for muni: 
cipal taxation, and it would be to the 
intersts of the lumbermen to haye the lands 
that were suitable settled as soon as possi- 
ble.

jmuch painful curiosity Tae ites 
excited, is not quite such 4 novelty as has 
been supposed. Tt was discovered b 
Sobrero, an Italian chemist, in 1847 rath 
was introduced into thig country at’ least 
as far back as 1851. In that year we find 
one Dr. J. E. de Vry describing its proper- 
ties to the British Association, then asaem- 
bled at Ipswich, and astounding the meeting 
with its teriible powers, made manifest by 
placing a drop on a piece of paper and 
strikingit witha hammer. Itisg armless 
looking liquid of yellowish’ brown color 
and nighy aromatic flavor; if swallowed 
it produces violent headaches. To manu- 
facture it the chemist takes strong nitric 
and sulphuric acid, and ‘mixes therewith 
ordinary glycerine, afterwards’ stirring the 
mixture with water, when the destructive 
fluid is precipitated as a heavy oil. Nobel, 
Swedish engineer, first applied it to 
blasting purposes in 1864, and now it is so 
used in all parts of the world +! the extent 
to which the manufacture is carried must 
be alarming. Various reports haye given 
its explosive energy as trom fie to twelve 
times that of gunpowder. Familiarity with 
the use of it evidently breeds contempt for 
While tlie report of ‘the 
Newcastle explosion is fresh in. our minds 
there comes news from America of a till 
more dreadful catastrophe, brought about 
by the utter carelessness of a workman 
employedin making a railway cutting io 
New Jersey. A canister of the\explosive 
fluid had become congealed by cold, which 
it doea at 20° F., and to thaw it, aman 
took the canister to a blacksmith’s shop, 
and placed’ it in a vessel of watér. To 
warm the water he thrust into.itred: hot 
bars ofiron, Inaninstant the oil exploded, 
blowing the shop, its contents, and tenants, 
so completely to atoms that no trace of 
their previous existence'could be récogniz- 
penalty for ‘this 
mad freak. Nitro-glycerine is rendered 
harinless by solution in two or, three times 
its bulk of wood naphtha; when required 
for use it is only necessury to add water to 
the solution, when 'the oil‘ separates’ in all 
its integrity, and can ‘be drawn off for-use. 
The explosive has,several “ ali tte pi 
which are “‘glonoine,” “ nitroleum,” and 
“blasting oil.”

Theodore’s descent from the, Queen of 
Sheba, or from any other woman he liked 
to name, than to, haye led England into a 
war the cost and the glory of which are 
ly no means evenly balanced, Dr. Blanc, 
«ven yet, makes light of the King’s morbid 
sopsitiveness. On all great occasions it 
seems to be a practice with Theodore to 
have his pedigree read, or some declaration 
referring to it. “As it had nothing to do 
with our alleged crime,” writes Dr. Blane, 
“T could not understand its purport, except 
that it wasa certain weakness of this 
patrician to glory in his supposed ancestors 
‘The’ King’s anxiety to establish his claim 
to relationship with the Queen of Sheba 
«was also shown when the captives were 
brought out for trial, and witnesses to 
prove the Royal descent of his own father 
and mother were actually called. Once 
the prisoners were, to all appearance, re- 
leased, and sent to join Mr, Rassam at 
Courata. It may have been only a feint, 
but there is nothing to prove that the Em- 
peror’s purpose was not sincere. Suddenly 
ull was changed, and the entire party wis 
thrown into captivity. A king who lays} 
swaste-whole provinces for idle words 0r | 
threats would not be unlikely to change 
his mind towards a few prisoners in conse- 
quence of some incautious expressions.— | 
They were doubtless surrounded with spies, | 
and their words, whatever they were, came 
to the ears of the irascible King. His fears 

seems to have been aroused by the despatch 
of letters to the coast, and by some other 
trivial circumstances which in his eyes were 
‘far from trivial. He suspected them all— 
some of conspiring with his enemies, some 
‘ot being in league with his own people 
~ against him, some of abusing the eminent 
"founder of his tamily on the femule side.— | 
To a sayage’s “untutored mind” these, for 
' aught we can tell, may be offences of the 
deepest dye. If we go into such countries 
we cannot expect to be allowed to take 
our Ebropean! standard of right and 
wrong with us. Theodore may be as black 
‘ ashe is painted, but it cannot be quite 
~ overlooxed that after Mr. Bell's death he 
"distinctly gave us to understand that he 
wished to have nothing more to do with 
"us or our consuls. 

Mr. Rassam would probably have been 
*warned by the discouragement which the 
. King gave him, in detaining him a whole 

year at Massowah, and withdrawn from the 
. country, if he had not been engaged in the 
effort to obtain the release of Cameron and 
his fellow captives.. This mission—which 
consisted of himself, Lieutenant Prideaux, 
and Dr, Blanc—appears to have carefully 
- avoided giving any fresh cause of offence to 
_ the frritable despot, _ Theodore at first treated 
‘them with the greatest con-ideration and 
courtesy, but eventually they, too, incurred 
his suspicions, and when once the King had 
 ill-treated them, he appears to have thought 
‘that he might as well, in the words of the 
- homely proverb, “be hung fora sheep as a 
lamb.” Mr, Rassam, after he was taken 
prisoner, sent a message tothe King, saying, 
"When to-day’s work is known, whatever 
the consequences may be, let him not throw 
» the blame upon me.” Theodore returned an 
answer which is probably characteristic of 
the Abyssinian reasoning faculties: “If I 
treat you well or not, it is the same; my 
enemies will always say that I have ill- 
treated you, so it does not matter.” In the 
eyening of the same day he was moved to 
visit his captives, in order to take a friendly 
drink of arrack or tej with them. He talked 
principally about the Pope of Rome, and in 
the course of the interview came to the con- 
clusion that he avas mad, and confided his 
opinion to Mr. Rassam. The envoy politely 
ssented, but the King was positive—" Yes, 
yes; Iam mad.” This was the last time the 
captives saw him. They were all sent on to 
Magdala, where chains were put upon their 
legs. ‘The King war cut off from this seat of 
his authority, but he contrived to send a 
messenger occasionally to “ inquire kindly,” 
as Dr, Blanc says, after his captives’ health. 
Dr. Blanc, on the 2let of August last, the 
date of his narrative, was not very hopeful 
as to their prospects, but if the report from 
Aden be true, their lot has since been made 
easier. Wemay hope, too, that the invasion 
of Abyssinia by the English forces, and his 
own deeperate condition, may speedily incline 
the King to releaso his prisoners. 

Some Interesting sketches of native life are 
given by Dr, Blanc, but they differ very little 
from the accounts given by better-known 
travellers whose works have lately been 
revived and much read. Bruce, once gen 
erally discredited, is now enjoying a new 
term of popularity, and his story of tho 
Abyssinians cutting steaks from the hind 
qnarters of oxen while on the march derives 
all reasonable confirmation from Dr. Blanc.

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Denominational Grants. 


| he Toronto daily press continues the 
warfare against what they term “sectarian 
grants,” and the Globe is jubilant every 
time it can culla crumb of comfort from 
some Conservative journal, which it heralds 
forth as the views of the Conservative 
party. The last extract it reproduces 
is from the London Prototype, which may 
be looked upon as the exponent of the 
present views of the Hon. John Carling, 
Commissioner of Public Works. We repeat 
present views, because heretofore he has 
been one of the ardent supporters of all 
these grants, when in too many cases 
they were really objectionable. And here 
let us remark, en passant, that too often 
the press, more particularly special organs 
of individuals, echo the sentiments of those 
in whom position may necessitate a change 
of opinion, instead of enunciating a prin- 
ciple and endeavoring to indoctrinate its 
readers with its truth and correctness. We 
may also remark that the Prototype has 
heretofore been the unflinching supporter 
of those who for years have continued these 
grants in their most objectionable form, 
and it sounds the more strange to hear it 
now singing a different tune, simply because 
it may be considered popular with the 
masses, and because the powers that be sre 
supposed to be in fayor of discontinuing 
grants to all colleges under denominational 
control, The Prototype says : 


“The true course of the Government and the 
House of Assembly, then, at the commencement 
of the new regime, is to withhold all denomi- 
national grants. The recipients of these grants 
may squirm a little, but the voice of the country 
will sustain them in doing #o. Indeed, with the 
present Houso of Assembly, if we mistake not, 
the Government would pursue a very fatal policy 
by proposing to continue the old system of 
denominational Brants: ‘No sectarinn grapts’ 
has been a standing plank In the platform of 
the Weatern Reformers, and as they, reckoning 
both the Opposition and Ministerial supporters, 
constitute a majority, it is scarcely probable 
that they would sanction acontinuance of ther. 
Many intelligent Conservatives take the same 
view of the rmuttér, and are not disposed to yote 
the public money for the support of theological 
institutions with which they have no sympathy. 
Under these circumstances, if we mistake not, 
there isa bad look out for the continuance of 
grants to denominational colleges.”” 


In introducing this article the Globe says » 
‘The people of Upper Canada have for 
“years objected to these grants,” Add to 
this assertion the declaration of the 


$ Prototype that “no sectarian grants has 


‘been a plank in the platform of * Weat- 

ern Reforms.’’ Then examine the records of 

the past, and see how far either position is 

borne out by facts. For yeurs, no matter 

which party was in power, these grants 

have been continued. When Mr, Baldwin, 

the great father of Reform, swept Upper 

Canada, politically, from one end to the 

other, and when he had the power te do 

otherwise, these granté were continued and 

increased ; and, notwithstanding, the vast 

majority of the province was at his beck 

and nod, he never, in accordance with the| 
sentiment which the Globe says prevails to 

such an extent in Upper Canada, thought 

of withdrawing these denominational 

grante,nor did we hear avy clamor for their 

withdrawal until their opponents obtained 

possession of the ‘I'reasurer henches. On 

the contrary, the statute book contains 
more acts of denominational and sectarian | 
incorporations which were passed during 
the rule of this great Reform party than 

for any similar period, before or since. It} 
was this great Reform party of former 
days that first introduced the sectarian 
element into our common schools, yet we 

are constantly reading in journals calling 
themselves the exponents of Reform princi- 
| ples, that non-sectarian grants was ulwaya 
ja plank in their party platform, and is 
repeated so often and with so much 
apparent honesty, that a portion of the 
Conservative press have commenced to echo 
it, and accord credit where no credit is 
due, 

Both Globe and Prototype draw no dis- 
tinction between “sectarian” colleges,

| spoaks the truth; but that is altogether 
{a different position to the one taken by a} 
|large section of the Conservative press. 
While they would oppose the voting of 
| public money for euch & purpose, they 
would support grants to aid in the main- 
| tenance of colleges in which superior edu- 
| cation is given, without any interference in 
tho religious views of the pupils, though 
denominational control. It is 
| here where our contemporaries fail to draw 
the distinction, and consequently condemn 
all alike. Abolish all grants to Theologi- 
| cal institutions, by all means, no matter 
| of what creed or what profession, but let 
it be put honestly upon that ground, and 
| not ruin collegate institutions which have 
done much good and ure now doing good 
in the education of the youth of the coun- 
|} try, under coyer of stricking at other 
grants which are objectionable to 
the great mass of the people in 
the Province of Ontario. But, says the 
Globe, “If any denominational grant is 
“continued, every one of the sectarian 
“grants which the Canadian Parlia- 
“ment used to make in this Province 
“will be continued, und the few sectarian 
“ schools hitherto without aid, will be add- 
“ed to the list, as fast as their supporters 
‘bring sufficient pressure to bear.” This 
does not follow. The plan suggested by us a 
few days since will obviate all this difficul- 
ty, and if the Government be really desir- 
ous of considering this question, they can 
easily find a solution to the problem, If 
the threat of the Government is carried 
out there is but one course left, and 
that is for the different denominational 
colleges to change their constitutions so 
as (if that be necessary) to rank in the 
same category with the University of 
Toronto, and then agitate for a division 
of the spoils There is no reason why 
Toronto should absorb the whole 
provincial grant for University purposes, 
when other Universities are doing more 
to educate the youth of the country 
than it is. Noristhere any good reason for 
compelling every parent who desires his 
son to receive a University education, to 
send him to Toronto, hence an agitation 


will arise to distribute the University funds 
in aid otf all Universities in Ontario, in 
which theology is not taught.

The Silver Nuisance. 


The Montreal News says :—‘* We under- 
tand that an effort is now being made 
among merchants snd others who are 
suffers by the present heavy discount on 
Silver coin to export some two hundred 
thousand dollars—a movement which, the 
promoters believe would so far reduce the 


present steck in this city as to effect very 
materially the present rate of Uiscount.— 
The recent action of the Government in 
imposing a duty of fifteen percent. on all 
Awerican Silver coin imported into the 
country being equivalent to a prohibitory 
duty, will effectually prevent its re-impor- 
tation, except by smuggling, and with the 
discount reduced even to two and one-half 
per cent., the inducements .1o smuggle 
would he very small, As a temporary 
relief, and pending the action of the Gov- 
ernment, the movement, is successful, will, 
no doubt, very maternally reduce the pres- 
ent rate of discount. There seems no 
chance of failure if the promoters of the 
movement are backed up by the merchants 
and trading community generally, and the 
requisite amount of Silyer 18 procured—a 
matter about which we apprehend there 
will be no-difficuilty, as from a list shown 
us yesterday, we see many names of 
gentlemen connected with the principal 
wholesale and retail firms in the city who 
have pledged their support to the under- 
taking.”

Law. Tavern keepers ask’to be relieved 
of the disabilities under which they now 
labor, and to be treated as other people, in 
respect to offices in the gift of the people. 
They also ask to have the law compelling 
them to close their bars at seven o’clock on 
Saturday night, repedled; and to have 
the decision of two miagistrates final 
and unappealable in cases where per- 
sons 4re fined for selling without license.

STEAM FIRE ENGINE, 

The adoption of the Solicitor’s report in 
reference to the Fire Engine was moved by 
Mr. Sutherland. 

Mr, Diamond agreed with the report, bat 
asked if the engine had been tested with 
2,000 feet of hose, and if so, did it throw the 


| water 60 feet from the nozzle, and was the 


hose of sufficient strength, He believed, 
from the wording of the guarantee, that it 
| was the duty of Mr. Button to furnish the 
hose, and to, conyinee the Council of the 
power of the engine. 

Mr. Robertson said the engine had been 
tested repeatedly, sometimes throwmg the 
water very well, but on no occasion had it 
thrown water to the distance guaranteed, It 
was never tested with more than 1,100 feet of 
hose, und as it did not come up to the guar 
antee with that number of feet, it was not 
necessary to furnish more. 

Mr. Henderson did not believe the engine 
come upto the guarantee, and believed the 
Council would succeed in law, but thought 
it a dangerous expedient to go to law. 

Mr. Holden thought the first thing to do 
was to ascertain whether the hose was of the 
quality usually used. He had heard it stated 
that it was not, through exposure to wet, &c. 


Mr. Brown stated that the hose had been 
procured from Mr. Dana, at the suggestion 
and recommendation of Mr, Button, who 
had told him that Dana’s hose Were of as 
good # quality as could be procured. 


The report was then adopted 
PRINTING, 


Mr. Sutherland moyed, seconded by Mr. 
Diamond, That the rules of the Council be 
suspended, in order to allow him to introduce 
a resolution in reference to printing.—Carried. 


Mr, Sutherland moved, seconded by Mr. 
Jones, That the printing for the present year 
be given to the Jntelligencer and Chronicle 
offices at fair commercial rates, so that the 
prices may be as near equal as possible. 

Mr. Henderson moved in amendment, 
seconded by Mr, Holden, That the printing 
for the present year be given out by tender, 
and that it be given to the lowest tenderer. 
Be argued that the work would be done 
cheaper, and that at least $100 would be 
saved during the year. He had, in compar- 
ing the accounts trom the two offices, when 
on the Market Committee, found’ the prices 
charged by the Ofronicle office half that 
charged by the Intelligencer, and that the 
work at the Chronicle office was superior, and 
upon a better quality of paper. ‘Therefore, 
he would support the principle of tendering, 
particularly as there would be the accounts 
of 1865, 1866 and 1867 and the By-Laws of 
the ‘own to print this year. 

Mr. Holden thought the principle good, 
There was a large quantity of work to be 
done this year, and he thought it should be 
given out by tender. He had no personal 
feeling in the matter, as one of the editors of 
one of the papers, and ono of the proprietors 
of the other paper, hadfboth sat on the com- 
mittee opposed to him at the last election in 
Baldwin Ward, He had voted against ten- 
dering on a previous occasion, because the 
system suggested was he thought, better, for 
each Chairman to have the work done at the 
office which would do it the cheapest, He 
used to carry out that principle by first ascer- 
taining which office would do it the cheapest, 
and then gave the order ; but he had changed

Now, I would ask your readers to compare 
these figures with the prevailing prices of 
material and labor in the mineral district of 
Canada, and enquire if rock that will yield 
from $20 to $300 per ton “ will pay.” 

The Government, probably through lack 
of knowledge concerning mining on Public 
Lands, have adopted laws to regulate mines 
and mining, that has completely. smothered 
the infant in its birth. ‘The law exacts a high 
tax upon prospective mining, confining the 
miner to very narrow limits, and giving him 
avery uncertain title, consequently, mining 
at present is confined to private lands, and it 
will remain thus, until a more liberal policy 
is adopted, I would not favor the Govern: 
ment putting the mineral lands into market 
at a low figuré, as a few ‘‘stay at home,” 
‘feather bed’’ capitalists, would gobble up 
whole townships, leaving the country in no 
better condition for development than before. 
The Government has gravted very liberal terms 
to settlers, giving them lands on easy terms, 
but requiring a certain wmount of settlement 
duties to be performed, before they are entitled 
to deed. 

I would recommend placing tbe miner on the 
same footing; requiring him to sink # shaft » 
certain depth, say 30 or 50 feet, before he can 
receive his title. This would cause an outla: 
on the pate of the miner, of from $200 to $1,000. 
This is in reference to quartz mining only. If 
the Government desires to realize a revenue 
from the mines, it should tax the real product 
of the mine, and not as at present, the imaginary. 

For fear of encroaching upon your space, I 
will defer further remarks for the present.
